Okehs New Building 
for Lake Harbor 


Improved school athletic fields 
at Pahokee and Jupiter were sug- 
gested Tuesday as projects for 
which the county school Soard will 
apply to the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. 

Plans to construct fields suitable 
for use as diamondball, baseball 
and football fields, with permanent 
bleachers, and-with lights for night 
play at the Pahokee field, were ap“ 
proved by the school board at a 
meeting Tuesday, and the appi- 
cations will be filed with WPA be- 
fore the September 8 deadline for 
such project requests. Cost of the 
projects was estimated at $5,500 for 
Pahokee and $2,700 for Jupiter. 

Board approval was given the 
arrangements made last week be- 
tween County Superintendent Joe 
A. Youngblood and J. L. Wood, of 
Lake Harbor, for constructio#i of 
mew school at Lake Harbor for 
primary grade pupils. The board 
will pay $500 for an acre of land, 
another acre to be donated by Mr. 
Wood. The board will repay cost 
of the building construction at the 
rate of $33 monthly for Zive years 
Several teacher appointments, to 
fill vacancies before the opening of 
school on September 16, were made 
by the board, Homer Wakeficid 
and Mildred Stevens being named 
to the Boynton high school fac 
ulty, and Edwin L. Scott being ap- 
pointed to the Junior high facul- 
ty at Lake Worth. Salaries of Mrs. 
<. R. York, assistant Pahokee high 
school principal, and Mrs. Evelyn 
‘Smith, acting elementary principal 
at Pahokee, were raised to $140 
each per month.
